How THEY GET ELEPHANTS.—Barnum, 


as the newspaper world knows, is about to es- 
tablish a kind of perapatetic or locomotive 
museum, including a menagerie o^-.nld ani- 
mals, and an immense collection of AV^X fig- 
ures. But what would a menagerie be without 
half a dozen elephants, considering that what 
most people go to see, in a caravan, is the ele- 
phant ? He, therefore, sent Mr. S. B. June, 
of Westchester county, in this state, to Asia, 
in order to look up a good assortment of these 
desirable animals. The following letter gives 
the result of the enterprize: 


COLUMBO, Ceylon, Dec. 30th, 1850. 


The annoyances and delays which I have 


encountered in carrying out the project, have 
been numerous and formidable, but I believe 
now all is in successful train of operation. On 
arriving at Port de Galle, I left Capt. Pratt, 
and hurried to Columbo, when I advertised 
for Elephants in the paper published in that 
town, but the result did not give me a very 
favorable idea of " the benefits of advertising," 
at least, in this benighted country. Govern- 
ment, private individuals, and every one who 
had elephants for sale immediately increased 
their demands to such an extravagant pitch, 
that I determined to have nothing to do with 
any of them, but to start for the interior and 
hunt for them, in their wild state, feeling as- 
sured that the difficulties I should meet could 
not be greater than those I encountered in my 
Giraffe expedition. 


With George Nutter, I immediately started 


for Kandy, where we engaged a party of na- 
tives to assist us, and took up our line of march 
for that part of the island where the animals 
are found in the greatest numbers.

say. I sowed the seed nnd gat fouv plants, 
which I have propagated from ever since.— 
To all appearance they are exactly alike. I 
have been able to obtain seed from it but 
once (3 years ago.) 
I have sowed the seed 


every yearsince. I have now over JOO plants 
and am unable to distinguish tiny difference 
cither in looks, flavor, or in any other particu- 
lar. I frequently liave them large enough 
for use the first season irom the seed : the sec- 
ond year they will bear cutting freely. It is 
not as early as some other varieties, but it 
produces abundantly and grows vigorously 
till cold weather sets in in the fall 


It is cultivated on a very moist sandy, peat 


soil, with a large mixture of decayed vegeta- 
ble matter. Before the land was put under 
cultivation, water stood on it more than half 
of the year. 
It is at the foot of a sand ridge 


out of which living springs of water are con- 
stantly flowing. 
The water is cut off from 


the plants by a ditch three feet deep and ten 
feet from the plants, water always remaining 
within three feet of the surface of the ground 
immediately under the plants. I have raised 
it on dryer land, but never had it grow so 
large. My mode of cultivation is very simi- 
lar to yours as described in the present num- 
ber of the Farmer and Gardener, (No. .) I 
mix with soil I have described a very large 
portion of old barnyard manure and rotten 
leaves, and bones and blood from the slaugh- 
ter-house. I have one stock larger than those 
sent the Prairie Farmer. It measured four 
inches from the foot or crown of the root, 
nine inches in circumference, twenty-two 
inches long, and tho leaf measured, by plac- 
ing a piece of twine round on the border, a 
few inches over sixteen feet. 
This leaf would 


have made n tolerably fair-sized umbrella — 
Inclosed is some of the seed, and next spring 
I will send you one of the buds or crowns; 
will pack it with care, and deposit it with the 
editors of the Prairie Farmer, and will advise 
you when it is in readiness for delivery.— 
The Farmer and Gardener will be very ac- 
ceptable, if you think my offer will be value 
received for it. You had best plant one-half 
of the enclosed seed this fall, and the balance 
next spring 
I planted from the same late in 


June last, and have now very fine plants 
growing from it.

Barnyard manine, leaf-mold, blood and bones ! 
that in manureing with a vengeance! 
If 


there is any grow in it, such a course must 
bring it out to the uttermost. But the spe- 
cial feature of interest is the probable effect 
of profuse moisture upon the cultivation of 
this hitherto drvly cultivated esculent. It is 
well worthy of experiment whether, like col- 
cry, and some other plants, llhubarb is covet- 
ous of wntar. If so, the plantation should be 
near the kitchen, slight furrows should be lutt 
between the rows and arrangements made by 
which the bed could be saturated once or 
twice a week with the refuse water of the 
kitchen, &c. We commend the trial to our, 
readers, and shall ourselves see what can be 
dona with llhubarb treated as a semi-aquatic.

din they managed to produce by the aid of 
strong lungs and a variety of noisy instru- 
ments, in a few hours, frighted the whole herd 
nto the enc'osurc. 


The most of the animals were secured to 


:rees without difficulty, but one fine bull, much 
arger than either Columbus or Bolivar, gave 
us an infinite amount of trouble. Indeed, if 
t had not been for the presence of mind dis- 
played by George Nutter, several of the na- 
:ives would have been killed in their endeavors 
to lash him. He had them completely in his 
power, when two or three rifle balls in the 
opposite direction served to distract his atten- 
tion for a moment, during which time he was 
newly and more securely lashed, so as to be 
incapable of doing further mischief. It was 
several days, however, before he was suffici- 
ently subdued to be loosed with safety. 
The 


result of this expedition was fifteen as fine 
elephants as I wish to see. Dividing our for- 
ces, I sent Nutter further north in search of a 
few more of the same sort, and I,, with the 
natives that remained with me, set out for 
Columbo and Port Galle, taking our prizes 
with us. 


The second day of our journey the big fel- 


low died from the effects of his wounds. This 
I regretted deeply, as he was much the largest 
elephant I have ever seen. The night before 
reaching Kandy, three or four of my mahouts 
left suddenly, taking with them another of the 
elephants, but with the remainder I safely 
reached Port Galle, and thu whole thirteen 
are now safely on board the bark.
